Low carbon diet 


EPCOR jumps the gun 
on emission credit dealing 


EPCOR IS GOING AHEAD WITH AN 
emission trade, even though new 
federal regulations may make the 
deal null and void within a year 
The power utility has facilitated a 
deal with Taylor NGL Limited Part- 
nership, which operates a sour gas 
processing plant in Turin, Alberta 
Under the new deal, EPCOR will 
receive 60,000 tonnes of emissions 
offset credits from Tavlor, with the 
option to purchase an additional 
1,000 tonnes over the next eight 






years 

“Carbon financing,” as it's known 
is relatively new, but likely to 
become more common as industries 
struggle to comply with the Kyoto 
Protocol. A company that reduces, 
or safely stores, its emissions earns 
credits. Those credits can be sold tc 
another company that is unable to 
meet its emission goals. 

“Yt’'s really just a paper transac- 
tion,” says Roger Peters, of the Pem- 
‘bina Institute, a non-profit environ- 
mental policy research organization 
“But a lot of energy producing com- 
panies don’t have many options— 
they have to either cut back their 
production or look for offsets else

where.” 

EPCOR’s director of environment 
and analysis says emissions credits 
will be essential, if large emission- 
produing companies are going to 
comply with Kyoto. EPCOR itself 
needs to acquire 2-3 million credits 
to meet its emission goals. 

“The targets that we're expected 
to meet under the Kyoto Protocol are 
pretty large,” says Whitney Rockley 
“There is just no way we can do that 
though our own operations.” 

But not everyone is convinced that 
emissions trading is the best way for 
companies like EPCOR to comply 
with Kyoto. Brian Pincott of the Sier- 
ra Club says while he supports the 
emission credit program, he feels the 
program takes resources away from 
other emission reduction strategies 

‘The money would be better 
spent if EPCOR used it to reduce 
demand and reduce emissions that 
way,” he says. “The goal is not to 
buy your way out of the problem 
but to reduce real CO2 emissions.” 

Rockley says EPCOR is still com- 
mitted to internal emission reduc- 
fons 

“Just because we've done this one 
trade doesn’t mean we're abandon- 
ing emissions reductions projects,” 
she says.” What it means is that we 
can develop internal projects that 
have an emission reduction, but we 


hasn‘t even been set up,” says Peters 
“So the big question is, why is 

EPCOR doing this deal now instead 
of waiting twelve months for the 
official offset system?” 

For kPCOR, iticomes down to 
competitiveness. 

“We hope, by doing it early, we'll 
get access to lower prices on emis- 
sion credits—the demand is low 
right now, so the cost is lower,” says 
Rockley. 

EPCOR is also keeping the details 
of the Taylor deal quiet—Rockley 
refused to reveal how much the 
emission credits cost, or how many 
credits the company is ultimately 
looking for. 

The Pembina Institute says that’s 
something they want to change 
under the new regulations. Peters 
says emission trading deals have to 
be above-board and transparent, 
especially when it comes to price. . 

“Tf there is a set price for emission 
credits, then more companies will 
participate because they know 
they’re getting the same rate as 
everyone else,” he says. 

Environment Canada is looking at 
set up a emission credit exchange 
system where companies with 
excess credits can sell them to other 
companies, including the govern- 
ment, for a public rate. Under the 
public trading system, EPCOR could 
potentially pay significantly more 
for the same credits. 

The company also runs the risk of 
the Taylor emission credits not being 
recognized by the federal govern- 
ment. The Taylor emission credits 
are based on CO2 levels stored 
underground, and the government

SUITS OF ARMOUR 

No plaintiff has yet won an ATCA 
case against a company, but 
Collingsworth has persisted, pitting his 
small staff against the nation’s white- 
shoe firms and weathering appeal after 
appeal. (“At no point did I feel their 
180 lawyers gave them an advantage,” 
he says staunchly.) In December, he 
facilitated the first legal settlement 
under the ATCA by a multinational 
company—a payout by Unocal to the 
Burmese villagers. After the Supreme 
Court determined that the law could 
indeed be used against companies, 
Unocal agreed to pay the villagers a 
sum in the tens of millions. 

Elliot Schrage, a former senior vice 
president at Gap who is now at the 
Council on Foreign Relations, believes 
this was a turning point. “The Unocal 
settlement legitimates the idea that 
[ATCA] isa real business risk,” he 
says. So serious a risk, in fact, that big 
business and the White House have 
gone on the offensive to undermine it 

Multinationals have 
together to file briefs seeking to scuttle 
ATCA cases, and the National Foreign 
Trade Council, an organization of cor- 
porate giants, has been touting a study 
warning that ATCA suits could “seri- 
ously damage the world economy.” 
Another study cautions that the threat 
of ATCA suits could discourage com- 
panies from rebuilding countries like 
war-torn Iraq. Some companies have 
considered drafting legislation that 
could kill or seriously limit the 
ATCA—legislation that could be 


hibits slav ery [and] dates back to the 
nation’s founding.” 


LAWS AGAINST LAWS 
The White House has launched its 
own backdoor strike on the law, filing 
briefs and letters in support of compa- 
nies accused in ATCA cases. The 
administration argues that the suits 
will damage America’s relations with 


other countries and impede the war 
on terror. In one letter obtained by 
Mother Jones, the State Department's 
legal adviser, William H. Taft IV, 
claimed that an ATCA suit against 
mining giant Rio Tinto’s operations in 
Papua New Guinea would damage 
“an important United States foreign 
policy objective” —evidently US rela- 
tions with that obscure island nation 
have become a critical diplomatic mat- 
ter. Other corporate defendants are 
now requesting that the State Depart- 
ment intervene with letters in their 
favour. 
As Schrage has put it, “The message 
of these actions appears to be that the 
Bush administration opposes enforce. 
ment of international law standards 
against multinational corporations.” 





But the White House may be motivat- 
ed by something more than unilateral- 
ism. The ATCA “is a real problem for 
this government,” notes Sarah Cleve

“Our stories are very different,” 
acknowledges the Montreal-born 
chanteuse. “Rufus was very quickly 
picked up by a major label. I sort of 
thought that might happen to me 
when I moved to New York when I 
was 21, but then I realised that it 
wasn’t going to happen. A whole 
other trajectory happened. It was fun, 
and I enjoyed it; I gota lot of living 
done,” she says about the small, 
anonymous New York clubs that she 
honed her craft in. “1 think it became, 
for me, more of an underground 
thing.” 

The underground may have been 
a good place to start, but it was a few 
years singing backup in her brother's 
touring band that kicked the 29-year- 
old’s vocal chops up a notch. 

“Going off on tour with Rufus 
helped me become a better singer,” 
she agrees. “Also, the sheer fact of 
having to sing the parts he writes and 
also with the amount of vocal power 
that he has. It turned me into a much 
better singer.” 

Martha’s self-titled debut shows 
that raspy, yearning voice to good 
effect, along with a remarkably- 
developed songwriting talent all her 
own. “It probably had to do with 
waiting until I was a little older to 
make a record,” she admits. Good 
thing she waited, because the level of 
bitterness on her first full length 
could easily have overwhelmed a 
song like “Ball & Chain.” “Yeah her 
tits were higher than mine/With a 
waist that is sugar fine/I heard she 
could read and write too/ And she’s 
getting a degree in fucking you.” 
Raw stuff, certainly, but nothing 
unfamiliar to anyone's who's ever lis- 
tened to Dylan's “Positively 4th 
Street,” or many of Loudon’s post 
break-up songs, for that matter.

“Te was all Uncut's fault,” says 
‘ilmore of the music and film mag- 
azine. “They asked me to record a 
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Dylan song. So I went into the stu- 
dio to record “I Dreamed I Saw St. 
Augustine,” and I was just delight- 
ed to be playing in front of a full 
band again—the album I recorded 
before was mainly acoustic-based, 
there weren’t very many drums on 
it. So after we did the Uncut track— 
diligently done our work—I'd send 
them all off to the pub, and I'd 
write, and they’d come back and 
we'd play the song I'd just written 
that afternoon. I liked it so much I 
thought I'd better mix it and stick it 
out there just to keep the retail 
queens on their toes.” 

But perhaps she’s being a little 
too kind. Gilmore didn’t really need 
anyone's prodding to get into the 
studio or to keep the bins buzzing 
with new releases. She's been tool- 
ing around recording facilities since 
she was 16 and has released five

mature, fully-realised CDs. And she 
certainly needed no new introduc- 
tion to the work of Mr. Zimmerman 
for inspiration 

My folks were big fans—they 
were fans of all the greats, Beatles, 
Bob Dylan, Leonard Cohen—and 
that’s what really touched me, 
because of the words. I’ve always 
been a fan of lyric based music, and 
playing with words has always 
been my big thing” 

In 2004, Gilmore deepened the 
connection further by touring with 
Joan Baez. (“God, what a woman— 
touring with her in the US around 
election of time was really some- 
thing—she'’s ferocious,” she 
remarks.) 

As inspired as she is by the foun- 
dations of popular music, Gilmore's 
sound is very much a product of 
the present; slinky synth effects and 
galloping percussion—which could 
sound equally at home either on 
Tom Waits track (albeit, a rather 
polished one) or a trip hop tune— 
pulse around more traditional ele- 
ments, like slide guitars. 

It's Gilmore's voice, however, 
that seals the deal—full, confident, 
and breathy. She may oung, but 
she’s no waif, whether she’s 
admonishing commercially- 
impaired “midtown boy: “and the 
Mercedes-minded on Gutter’s 
“When Did You Get So Safe?” or 
making Mick Jones’ lyric “you think 
that you're the tough st/but you're 
bl away from where it gets the 
roughest” her own, bettering the 
Clash cover “I’m Not Down” with 
her delivery. 

But, true to form, she remains 
modest about her songwriting 

Ivos, even when it comes to 
sounding the siren call. “My 
favourite political artists are ones 
like Billy Bragg and Steve Earle, 
who just stand up there and belt it 
all out.

WHEN SUDE GUITAR MASTER ROY ROGERS 
and harmonica ace Norton Buffalo hit 
Stage 7 at noon.on Saturday, it may seem 
like a new combination for Edmonton fans 
that have seen them perform with their 
own bands, but the pair has actually worked 
together for close to 20 years. Explains 
Rogers: “We first worked together on a 
recording for David Burgin, and then in the 
late-’80s we got together to work as an 
acoustic duet” 

Rogers, probably best known for his 
Grammy-winning work as a producer for 
the late, great John Lee Hooker, is a searing 
blues slide player who doesn't restrict him- 
self to blues, as evidenced by the most 
recent of the three discs released by Buffalo 
and himself, 2002's Roots of Our Nature. 

“We like to keep it footloose and fancy 
free and take delight in the fact that the 
performance can take many twists and 
turns.

There's a lot of depth in a lot of differ- 
ent areas there, but it's always going to be 
blues tinged.”

WITH HER ANI DIFRANCO-MEETS- 
Dolly Parton voice and prairie- 
drenched music, Winnipeg-based 
Alana Levandoski has found a good 
home for herself and her sparkling 
debut, Unsettled Down, on US mod- 
ern roots label Rounder Records. 

“It was supposed to be out last 
year through Warmer, yeah,” says 
Levandoski, acknowledging the 
twisty path her album took from 
conception to release. “I had a devel- 
opment deal with Warner—nothing 
signed, but we were approaching a 
relationship, and [the record] was 
basically ready to go. Then there was 
a reshuffling worldwide at Time 
Warner.” 

Rather than freak out over the end 
of her major label career, Levandoski 
hopped in her car and headed to 
Boston to successfully play a 
Rounder showcase. 

“Rounder’s really supportive of 
Canadian acts,” she points out. “Lots 
of people don’t know this, but 
Rounder represents a lot of Canadi- 
ans in the US: the Cowboy Junkies, 
Kathleen Edwards, Sarah Harmer, 

Blue Rodeo...” 

Levandoski sounds pleased to be 
in such illustrious company and 
admits that in the end she likely 
wound up with a better fit in the 
modest-but-passionate Rounder than 
she would have with any mega-con- 
glomerate corporation. The label cer- 
tainly suits the intimacy and warmth 
of the recently released Unsettled 
Down. A gentle little album spiked 
with savagely smart lyrics populated 
by characters hand-picked from 
Levandoski's family tree—herself 
inchided—puzzling out their place 
in the world in the face of confusion,

tragedy, and the passage of time, it’s 
a deep, witty, and surprisingly 
mature offering. Album guests add 
instrumental heft to Levandoski’s 
simple guitar playing, including a 
couple wayward Duhks. 

Despite the CD’s long delay, 
Levandoski isn’t yet tired of the con- 
tent. “We remixed everything and 
added a new song,” she explains. “So 
I don’t feel distant at all, with the 
reworking of the project. I don’t 
know if I'll ever get sick of these 
songs, really. They are all story songs 
or about spiritual struggles, and 
those kinds of things never go 
away.” 

“T think one of the ways artists can 
revisit our songs is through the audi- 
ence,” she adds. “If someone is famil- 
iar with the material, there's a certain 
satisfaction they get in hearing it live 
and recognizing and connecting with 

it in a new way. With someone who 
has never heard it, it’s fresh and new 
to them, so songs stay fresh to you 
either way. 

“| tend to build a set that alternates 
between just me by myself and with 
the band. It gives a certain dynamic 
to the show,” she explains. “Tlove 
playing festivals, and I love playing 
workshops.

Programming your concert schedule 


SINGER-SONGWRITERS, SENSITIVE POETS, 
hummers and strummers, whatever you call 
them, they are the backbone of any folk fest- 
val. From up and comers to grizzled veterans, 
each has a story to tell, personal or historical, 
with tinges of sadness and/or humour. The 
Folk Festival has always done a good job of 
bringing the best to the hill each summer, but 
this year there is an embarrassment of riches. 
Some of the best in the business will get their 
due on the main stage: Waldemar Bastos 
on Thursday, Steve Earle on Friday, Mavis 
Staples on Saturday, and John Prine on 
Sunday. 

However, singer-songwriters are best 
heard in an intimate setting, where the emo- 
tion of the songs is writ loud and clear on the 
performers’ faces and the connection with 
the audience is intense and personal. That's 
where the “sessions” come in. Although 
sometimes these can devolve into a case of 
“her song, his song” kind of thing, with lide 
or no interaction between the artists, there 
can also be spontaneous collaborations that 
amaze even the people involved. At the very 
least, at a session you can sample what an 
artist has to offer and then make sure you 
catch their concert later. With that in mind, 
here are a few suggestions for sessions sam- 
pling, plus what may be the best concerts of 
the festival for fans of singer-songwriters. 

Stage 6 on Friday evening at 6 pm sees 
The Weakerthans taking their “Punks vs. 
Folkies” tour to the Edmonton Folk Festival.

Picked your favourites? Here's where the 
concerts come in handy. Once you've decided 
which act you want to see for a full hour, you 
can park at a stage and drink your fill. Conve- 
niently, the concert stages have been pro- 
grammed with similar artists through a three- 
hour period, so you may not even have to 
move, save for a trip to the porta-potty or Ele- 
phant Ear guy. 


Passport to the park 
Musicians of the world converge on festival grounds 


ONE OF THE MANY ROLES THE FOLK Festival 
takes on is as an introductory source for 
music from around the world. Celtic aside, 
this year there are nearly a dozen “World 
Music” acts. From South Africa to Italy to 
Eastern Europe, with stops in the United 
States and Canada, your mini-tour of the 
world includes bona fide international stars, 
new faces, and music guaranteed to move 
your feet and your soul. 
Johnny Clegg, from South Africa, has 
been bringing together black and white musi- 
cians for dose to 30 years. In the early days, 
members of his bands Juluka and Savuka 
endured threats, intimidation, and sometimes 
violence for their philosophy of integration;

IDEALISM. YOU REMEMBER IT. ONCE 
cool, now quaint? 

Anyone would think that the 
naive, nature-loving, peace-seeking 
heirs of the 60s had by now been 
thoroughly mocked into submission 
and bought out of existence by the 
“growth” -addicted protégés of the 
‘80s. Nevertheless, writer/director 
Rebecca Miller's The Ballad of Jack 
and Rose returns to 1986, the waning 
end of the fray, elegantly putting the 
boots to utopian ideals gone wrong. 

In the ‘60s, Jack and his colleagues 
envisioned their island commune as 
a tiny model of a sustainable, 
responsible future society. That soci- 
ety is now composed of Jack (Daniel 
Day-Lewis, Miler’s husband) and 
his daughter Rose (Camilla Belle). 
They’re a tight-knit duo—sufficient- 
ly close, in fact, that you may initial- 
ly wonder if Rose is Jack’s much 


babysitting his two sons while he’s 
at work, when they’re not being 
advised by the housewares-mad girl 
from next door or acting as:subjects 
for two sexually aggressive 
teenaged girls... 

Certain scenes, it should be noted, 
will make some viewers uncomfort- 
able, especially those members of 
the audience who think that chil- 
dren are asexual and who likewise 
can’t distinguish between descrip- 
tion and prescription, between 
exposure and exploitation. All our 
early, infantile, and emerging 
notions of physical exchange, the 
ones we've tried so hard to forget, 
July has faithfully recreated and 


with the occasional shotgun blast. 
And he's literally heartsick, by the 
way, which has him worried about 
what happens to Rose when his 
bum ticker begins its auto-compost- 
ing project. 

Jack knows how to improvise 
solutions from the materials at 
hand, although he’s a better engi- 
neer than he is a social psychologist. 
He invites his sometime lover from 
the mainland, Kathleen (Catherine 
Keener), to move to the island with 
her two uncomfortably adolescent 
boys, and this almost immediately 
reveals that the problems with Rose 
are considerably deeper than Jack 
has realized. 

Raised largely in isolation, Rose is 
used to being the only woman on 
the place and faving Yack to herself, 
and she’s absolutely not used to the 
i i of boys her own age.

And though music abounds, sen- 
timentality is in short supply in 
Head-On. It’s a tough movie to watch 
at times and whatever redemption 
its characters find costs them dearly.

During this EDI displays the evil- 
ness of your average Dell laptop 
and it takes a hit from “evil light- 
ning” before EDI turns “HAL” on 
its creators...for about half an hour. 
It’s at that point that yet another 
separate and unnecessary underde- 
veloped plot appears like cancer 
only to kill the evil plane plot with 
some kind of conspiracy thriller 
involving Shepard trying to kill 
Lucas (who has teamed up witha 
now inexplicably good EDI) and 
Biel ostensibly to cover everything 
up. Jaime Foxx, in the meantime, 
apparently had his character killed 
halfway through sovhe could cut 
down on the shame he'd feel for 
appearing this movie after winning 
the Oscar for Ray. 

Sound a little convoluted? It is. In 
the end it feels like someone got 
three separate movies drunk, 
locked them in a room together and 
waited for the “magic to happen.” 

But there is no magic in this film. 
Even the effects aren’t that special. 
Instead, it lookslike a 15 year old 
was paid with photos of Jessica Biel 
in a bathing suit to make them 
Director Rob Cohen (of The Fast and 
the Furious fame) then apparently 
tried to cover this up by filming 
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every action scene with jerky cam- 
era work. 

At least this lack of focus fits with 
the rest of the film, which can’t 
seem to decide what kind of movie 
it is. Everything is underdeveloped. 
The plot leaps about between three 
different and almost unrelated 
antagonists (plane, the command- 
ing officer/secret Washington guy, 
Koreans) before ignoring conse- 
quences of actions and dropping 
plot lines and characters inexplica- 
bly. 

But while that is forgivable in a 
mindless summer movie, a lack of 
action is not. Beyond even the terri- 
ble camera work, or the unsympa- 
thetic characters, the film’s 
sequences are either too absurd or 
boring to redeem the film. The 
biggest offender would be the scene 
where Biel's character ejects from 
her plane, only to have the wreck- 
age come down around her.

The Baja 1000—the longest non- 
stop race in the world—goes from 
Ensenada to La Paz along Mexico's 
Baja peninsula over what have got to 
be some of the world’s worst roads. 
Only rare stretches are paved, and 
the route is full of hazards from 
stray spectators to stray cows to 
giant rocks to silt beds that act like 
quicksand and can easily swallow 
some of the smaller vehicles. It goes 
by the ocean, through mountains, 
desert, towns and twelve check- 
points, to the finish line. Anyone 
can enter this race, and there are 
almost no restrictions on the vehi- 
cles. Motorcycles, trucks, off-road 
vehicles, even vintage Volkswagen 
bugs are part of the lineup. 

It began back in 1965 with a cou- 
ple of road-crazy guys on motorcy- 
cles who rode the length of the Baja 
peninsula just to see if they could 
do it. Director Dana Brown first 
learned of the race when his father 
shot it for ABC’s Wide World of 
Sports in the 1960s. After young 
Brown’s documentary on surfing, 


seems to be a “legend,” and he 
leans heavily on adjectives like 
“awesome.” But that’s the only 
banal thing about this thrilling film 
and Brown keeps his chatter toa 
minimum, wisely letting the driver 
themselves do most of the talking. 

It’s the human stories that tie 
together this journey. Mouse 
McCoy, who has been racing moto- 
cycles since he was four, has decid- 
ed to do the course solo, the first 
driver to do so. There are father anc 
son teams, a husband-wife team, a1 
all-woman team, pro drivers and 
the odd celebrity or two: Chad 
McQueen races in the footsteps of 
his late father Steve McQueen, who 
shows up in archival footage of an 
early Baja 1000. 

J.N. Roberts won the first Baja 
1000 in 1967. He’s back for the first 
time in 30 years. Andy McMillin, 
16, just got his California driver’s 
license, and he’s taking part. One 
guy is racing ina kind of grudge 
match against his former team- 
mates. A driver from an early race 
Malcolm Smith, now does volun- 
teer work with the poor who live 
along the race route, which gives 
the documentary some social per- 
spective of the region. 

This all sets up the natural drama 
of the race, which occasionally 
touches on tragedy, as with the 
death of a spectator hit by a motor 
cycle.

Jansen taketh away. It’s been less 

than a year since the scene stalwart 
introduced us to The Hobotron, his 
shouldn’t-work-but-it-does-beautiful- 
ly Ameritronica project—Hank 
Williams-type wrenching, manly, 
weepies served ona bed of glitchy 
effects, loops, and beats. And now 
he’s upping stakes to move to Saska- 
toon, of all places, citing cheap real 
estate and proximity to family as two 
major draws. 

Of course, depriving Edmonton of 
Jansen is depriving the city of more 
than just Hobotron. Jansen shares 
vocal and songwriting duties in vet- 
eran country-rock outfit Old Reliable, 
plays solo, and guests with a host of 
musical pals. Despite his many far- 
flung aural connections, he seems as 
embedded in the local scene as is 
Mike McDonald. 

Which is why Jansen hastens to 
reassure us that neither Hobotron 
nor Old Reliable are finished.
